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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see "Amendment and Response to Final Office Action", filed 
October 15, 2003, with respect to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 1-4, 11, 13-18, and 20-30 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) and 35 U.S.C 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made in view of Pasadyn et al. U.S. Patent 6,442,496. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-4, 11, 13, 14, 18, 26, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Pasadyn et al. U.S. Patent 6,442,496. Referring to claim 1,18, and 26, Pasadyn 
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discloses a system for managing electronics manufacturing data (col. 8 and 9, lines 57-67 and 1- 
4) comprising: a processor (col. 2, lines 50-65); a data storage device operably connected to the 
processor (col. 7, lines 14-27), the data storage device storing manufacturing standardization data 
and a plurality of electronic manufacturing data sets, each of the plurality of electronic 
manufacturing data sets corresponding to a local manufacturing process (col. 7, lines 14-42); and 
a difference editor executable on the processor to display differences between at least one of the 
electronic manufacturing data sets and the manufacturing standardization data (col. 7, lines 14- 
61). Referring to claim 2, the data storage device includes a server for providing the 
manufacturing standardization data (Fig. 1). The Office interprets the computer system to be a 
processor and server for storing manufacturing data. 

Referring to claim 3, Pasadyn discloses the system as recited in claim 2 wherein the data 
storage device further includes a control system for providing a first of the plurality of electronic 
manufacturing data sets, the processor being located at the control system (col. 5, lines 20-31). 
Referring to claim 4, the data storage device includes a central server for providing the 
manufacturing standardization data (Fig. 1), a first control system for providing a first of the 
plurality of electronic manufacturing data sets (Fig. 2, #230 and col. 5, lines 54-65), and a second 
control system for providing a second of the plurality of electronic manufacturing data sets (Fig. 
2, #220 and col. 5, lines 54-65). 

Referring to claim 11, Pasadyn discloses a method for managing of electronics 
manufacturing data, in which the data comprises non-local data and local data (Fig. 2, col. 5, 
lines 54-65), comprising the steps of: permitting non-local electronics manufacturing data to be 
modified by a first set of persons (col. 5, lines 32-53); permitting local electronics manufacturing 
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data to be modified by a second set of persons (col. 5, lines 32-53); and permitting a comparison 
between local electronics manufacturing data and non-local electronics manufacturing data 
wherein the first and second sets of persons are not identical (col. 5 and 6, lines 66-67 and 1-7). 
Referring to claims 13, 14, and 27, the method as recited in claim 1 1 wherein the displaying step 
includes displaying a graphical representation of an electronic component and highlighting the 
differences (col. 7, lines 14-42 and Figs. 1-2). The Office interprets the computer system with the 
monitor shown in Figs. 1 and 2 as displaying all manufacturing data including graphically 
displaying differences between data. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in'which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 15-17, 20-25, and 28-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Pasadyn et al. as applied to claims 1-5, 1 1, 13, 14, 18, 26, and 27 above, and 
further in view of Cullen et al. U.S. Patent 5,805,572. Although Pasadyn discloses displaying 
manufacturing data differences, Pasadyn does not expressly disclose displaying lead information 
of an electronic component. Cullen discloses using lead information for inspecting and placing 
lead devices (col. 6, lines 27-32). Cullen also discloses a manufacturing system and method 
being applied to printed circuit board assembly lines (col. 1, lines 9-18). The manufacturing 
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system uses a controller controlled by manufacturing data (col. 8, lines 41-44) and a placement 
machine for placing components on a printed circuit board (col. 1, lines 9-18). 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to monitor and display lead information for Pasadyn's semiconductor production 
line monitoring method and apparatus invention. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to do this since Cullen discloses lead information for device placement and inspecting 
circuit boards as being vital for quality control and increasing manufacturing efficiency (col. 1, 
lines 38-61). It would have been obvious to apply Pasadyn's invention to printed circuit boards 
since it is commonly known that semiconductor manufacturing is part of the circuit board 
manufacturing process.
